No money has been paid as yet as 
City Treasurer Russell was enjoined 
last August from making any -pay- 
ments on the contract, a temporary in- 
junction having been secured by Jo- 
seph S. Chambers and other citizens. 

Toe case was called at the session 
of the superior courte before Judge 
Holmes, when arguments were to be 
made on a motion to have the injunc- 
tion made permanent. 

Harry R. Lawrence, representing the 
petitioners, requested the court to 
grant a ‘continuance of the hearing on 
the ground that the illness of City Au- 
ditor Shea, one of the most important 
witnesses in the case. made it imposs:- 
ble for him to be present in court, Al- 
torney Donovan opposed ‘the continu- 
ance, claiming that the figures which 
would be testified to by the city audi- 
tor, could probably be agreed upon be- 
tween counsel. He urged that consid- 
erable of the work had already been 
done and that his client wanted to get 
his money without further delay. 

At-this point City Solicitor Kane an- 
nounced that he had had a conference 
with Mayor Lynch in regard to the 
matter and that he had been instruct- 
ed to state that the city will oppose the 
payment of any money under the con- 
tract, the claim being that the tran- 
saction was a fraudulent one.

corporation was discontinued Jan. 5 
by .the corporation's - ctor The 
usual quarterly dividend of 1% -per 
cent upon the preferred stock was de- 
clared, The action was generally ex- 
pected by Wall street, in view of the 


‘known large falling off in earnings. 


The surplus is about $12,000,000 against 
$34,000,000 in 1902. It was current in 
Wall street that Rockefeller had com- 
pelled Morgan to pass the common divi- 
dend. £ 


Railroad Heads Change. 

Several notable changes in the man- 
agement of big railroad systems have 
occurred within the past week. Barr 
succeeded Williams as president of the 
Seaboard. Murray succeeded Loree as 
head of the B. and O. Loree goes to 
the head of the Rock Island holding 
company or merger. Horace G. Burt, 
president of the Union Pacific, has re- 
signed. 


War News Affects Markets. 

The continued expectation of war in 
the far east caused a sharp rise in 
wheat, May deliveries going to 90 cents 
a bushel. May corn sold at 47% cents 
and closed at 473, against 45% -on 
Thursday. Pork, lard and ribs made 
substantial gains. 

The same news depressed railroad se- 
curities and foreign bonds. 

Meat packers have received heavy or- 
ders from Russia and Japan. 


Five Big Lines Merging. 

The first step has been taken toward 
the consolidation of five western rail- 
ways. <A big system ‘is in process: of 
organization. The trunk line will con- 
sist of the Kansas City Southern, the 
Chicago and Alton, the Iowa Central, 
the Clover Leaf and the Minneapolis 
and St. Louis. E. H. Harriman, John 
W. Gates and Edward Hawley are the 
influential forces in the scheme. 


New Year’s Gifts Smaller. 

That the old year was a losing year, 
comparatively, for the big financiers is 
thought to be: shown by the decrease 
in New Year’s day gifts to employees 
of the big New York banks. Those of 
J. P. Morgan, & Co. received only 25 
per cent of their annual salaries com- 
pared to 100 per cent of a year ago. 


Radium.as- Rubbish. : r 

Johnson. & Matthey, the London :firm 
of analytical chemists who have operat- 
ed the same works in London for 175 
years, give a curious confirmation to 
the announcement regettly made by 
Professor Sir Williim Ramsey that 
they have been throwing Yadium. away 
unawares. Indeed, they have paid $1 
a ton to have carted off as rubbish resid- 
uary matter containing from one to 
six grains of radium, which costs $1,- 
000 a grain. It is probable that $5,000,- 
000 has thus been thrown away, chiefly 
to make street layers’ ballast. 


Kilburn Scores Promoters. 

The annual report of Superintendent 
Frederick D. Kilburn of the state bank 
department is especially severe in its 
comments on the conduct of the Turst 
Company of the Republic in connection 
with the United States Shipbuilding 
company. It reveals illegal loans ag- 
gregating $3,000,000 to Messrs. Nixon 
and Dresser. 


Steel Strike Begun. 

The employees of the Pittsburg Steel 
company at the Glassport (Pa.) plant 
and those of the Canonsburg Sheet and 
Tin Plate company at Canonsburg, 
Pa., have refused to go to work under 
the new wage scale. At Homestead a 
systematic effort is being made .to or- 
ganize the dissatisfied men into Amal- 
gamated association lodges. 


More Employers Organize.

Defied Militia, Was Shot. 

John M. Glover, an attorney at Crip- 
ple Creek, Colo., and formerly congress- 
man from Missouri,» was shot: at. and 
wounded by the militia at that place. 
Glover wrote a letter denying the legal- 
ity of Governor Peabody’s recent order 
for the surrender of arms by citizens 
and defying the militia pistols. The 
attack was made, and Glover was cap- 
tured after being wounded in the arm. 


Gigantic Building Combine. 

President Guffins of-the bricklayers 
and masons’ organization reports that 
unions in all the building trades are 
rapidly voting in favor of the proposed 
Structural Building Trades Alliance of 
America, which aims to combine 500,- 
000 workers in one compact body. The 
object is to put a stop to: “wildcat” 
strikes and dictate terms to contractors. 


Bog Mud as Fuel. 

Edward Atkinson of Boston, famed 
as inventor of the Aladdin lamp oven 
for food cooking, has just reported on 
the value of dried bog mud as a source 
of light. heat and power. This is not 
peat fuel, though akin to it, but is sheer 
mud, all of it, however,. composed of 
vegetable matter, what Mr. Atkinson 
terms coal in the stage -of formation. 
He says that it will burn in all ap- 
paratus where bituminous coal or wood 
will burn and is easily convertible into 
power, light and heat. Mr. Atkinson 
says that there are 25,000,000 tons of 
bog fuel, estimated on the dry basis, 
within twenty miles of Boston. It is 
impossible to calculate the enormous 
quantity of the deposits to be found all 
over the country. 


Trackless Train In Paris. 

A public test has just been made at 
Paris of a trackless train, composed of 
a motor carriage similar to an ordi- 
nary*«automobile and five cars. The 
discovery consists in the transmission 
of sufficient motive power from the 
carriage to move each car. It was 
found that all the cars tracked exactly 
with the’ motor. . ‘ 


A 25,000 Barrel Gusher. 

Reports from the new. Texas oil field 
at Batson’s Prairie have confirmed 
earlier reports of record gushers. With- 
in a week three gushers have been 
bought in: by one company. The first 
two wel]s are spouting, it is claimed, 
not less than 10,000°barrels each a day, 
and the third is spouting 25,000 barrels 
a day. “Land is selling for~$1,000 an 
acre. There is a stampede in progress 
to the new field, and the prairies “are 
eoyered with every conceivable kind of 


conveyances loaded with all kinds of. 


utensils used in an oil field. 


England’s New Auto Law. 

The new law governing automobiles 
in England went into effect Jan. 2. All 
machinés carry lettered signs front and 
back except that of the king, who is 
excused from having a license. All 
drivers must be licensed. The speed is 
limited to twenty miles an hour on an 
open country road and ten miles an 
hour in town. Over a thousand cars 
were registered in London in one day.

Lecture by Jacob Riis. 


It Was a large and cultured audience 
that gathered in Trinity°church Wed- 
nesday night to listen to an address by 
Jacob A. Riis. The lecture was the 
development of boys and Mr. Riis 
handled it effectively. 

Mr, Riis was for 25 years the police 
headquarters reporter for a large New 
York daily and in the course of his 
work had ample opportunity to study 
the other half of the world. The con- 
clusion which Mr. Riis has reached 
after years of observation is that boys 
are not vicious, and if they are pro- 
vided with schools and playgrounds 
instead of saloons and  policemen’s 
clubs they will grow up into useful cit- 
izens. : 

Mr. Riis was introduced by Rev. F. 
H. Page. Mr. Riis held the close at- 
tention of his audience for nearly two 
hours. The subject of his address was 
“Tony’s Hardships.” He said:: 

“Some years ago Tony stood in front 
of a church in New, York and I saw 
him throwing mud against the win- 
dows of the church. .I wondered why 
he did ‘it, and I found that no hand 
had ever been laid on his shoulder in 
kindness. He had no home and dit 
not go to school. I had a lone inter- 
view with him and learned that his 
highest ambition was to throw stones 
and mud, 

“Boys are not naturally vicious and 
Savage, and my experience with Tony 
induced me to set up an inquiry why 
viciousness is brought out in boys so 
young. ‘The fact that a lad has a home 
-is 50 per cent. in his favor. Don’t let 
the tenement house get a grip in your 
city for the tenement house gives no 
opportunity for privacy, and character 
depends on privacy. More than 200,- 
000 people in New York live in tene- 
the 


young are ruined. 

“I think that when you kill the home 
you kil] family, manhood and patriot- 
ism. Children are spoiled in the mis- 
erable tenement house districts, 

“The school is one of the biggest 
props in building up the character of 
the boy. But you must keep your 
school free from political entangle- 
ments. It is a good idea to have cook- 
ing schools because half the drunken- 
ness is caused by poor cooking. That 
is, when a poor, shard-working man 
comes ‘home and finds a poor meal 
awaiting him he. will go to a saloon 
for what he considers relief.” 

Mr. Riis .related a number of inct- 
dents tending to show the ignorance 
Which is caused by the interference 
of polities. in. the school. system, | 

“A schoal census’ showed that over 
50,000 chNdren were running the streets 
of New York -because» there was no 
room for them in the schools. Then 
many of these boys were sent to Jail 
because they did not go to school when 
there -wag no school for *them .to at- 
terd. This is bad policy because the 
boys graduate full-fledged criminals 
The women joined hands and: brought 
about a reform in the school system. 

“You ought to- provide playgrounds 
for the children. Policemen drive 
many boys into toughdom by. not al- 
lowing them to play. The playgrounds 
are the starting places of civilization. 
Give the boy a place that belongs to 


“Respect for. the law is another im- 
portant prop, in building- up the boy’s 
character. If adults are permitted tu 
openly break the law boys will grow 
up with the idea that they can do the 
same thing with impunity. The mar- 
vel is net that the boy is a little sav- 
age, but that he is not more of a sav~- 
age. Nine per cent of the boys have 
bad homes, or no homes at all. There 
is only one heredity and that is that 
we are all children of God. It is not 
wickedness, but weakness that ails the 
boys. What right have we to despair 
of the poorest of our brothers when 
they are all made in the image of God? 
You can make a thief or a governor 
cut of a boy. The jails are more cost- 
ly than the schools. When the boys 
hear the quotation: “I am my broth- 
er’s keeper’ they think of no one but 
a jail keeper. 

“There is nothing better to build up 
a boy’s character~than a_ boy's club. 
The ‘gang’ is nothing but a street club 
and it is better to have .the boys join 
a good club than to become a member 
of the ‘gang.’ Sense and sympathy are 
needed jin ruling boys. We must save 
the homes to get good citizens. The 
proper place for boys is in school. For 
the purpose of fighting the influences 
of the slums one boy's club is worth 
mobré than 1000 policemen’s clubs. ‘The 
right of a boy to play ball is as im- 
portant as the habeas corpus and it 
should be preserved and held sacred.”

Meat packers have received heavy: or- 
ders from Russia and Japan. 

Five Big Lines Merging. 

The first step has been taken toward 
the consolidation of five western rail- 
ways. <A big system is in process of 
organization. The trunk line will con- 
sist of the Kansas City Southern, the 
Chicago and Alton, the Iowa Central, 
the Clover Leaf and the Minneapolis 
and St. Louis. E. H. Harriman, John 
W. Gates and Edward Hawley are the 
influential forces in the scheme. 


New Year’s Gifts Smaller. 

That the old year was a losing year, 
comparatively, for the big financiers is 
thought to be shown by the decrease 
in New Year's day gifts to employees 
of the big New York banks. Those of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. received only 25 
per cent of their annual salaries com- 
pared to 100 per cent of a year ago.

Bog Mud as Fuel. 

Edward Atkinson of Boston, famed 
as inventor of the Aladdin lamp oven 
for food cooking, has just reported on 
the value of dried bog mud as a source 
of light, heat and power. This is not 
peat fuel, though akin to it, but is sheer 
mud, all of it. however, composed of 
‘vegetable matter, what Mr. Atkinson 
terms coal in the stage “Of formation. 
He says that it will burn in all ap- 
paratus where bituminous coal or wood 
will burn and is easily convertible into 
power, light and heat. Mr. Atkinson 
says that there are 25,000,000 tons of 
bog fuel, estimated on the dry basis, 
within twenty miles of Boston. It is 
impossible to calculate the enormous 
quantity of the deposits to be found. all 
over the country. 


Trackless Train In Paris. 

A public test has just been made at 
Paris of a trackless train, composed of 
a motor carriage similar to an oftdi- 
nary automobile and five cars. The 
discovery consists in the transmission 
of sufficient motive power from the 
carriage to move each car.

> Lecture by Jacob Riis, 


It was a large and cultured audience 
that gathered in Trinity church Wed- 
nesday night to listen to an address by 
Jacob A. Riis. The lecture was the 
development of boys and Mr. Riis 
handled it effectively. 

Mr, Riis was for 25 years the police 
headquarters reporter for a large New 
York daily and in the course of his 
work had ample opportunity to study 
the other half of the world. The con- 
clusion which Mr. Riis has reached 
after years of observation is that boys 
are not vicious, and if they are pro- 
vided with schools and playgrounds 
instead of saloons and _ policemen’s 
clubs they will grow up into useful cit- 
izens. 

Mr. Riis was introduced by Rev..F. 
H. Page. Mr. Riis held the close at- 
tention of his audience for nearly two 
hours. The subject of his address was 
“Tony’s Hardships.” - He said: 

“Some years ago Tony stood in front 
of a church in New York and I saw 
him throwing mud against the win- 
dows of the church. . I wondered why 
he did it, and I found that no hand 
had ever been laid On his shoulder in 
kindness. He had no home and dit 
not go to school. I had a lone inter- 
view with him and learned that his 
highest ambition was to throw stones 
and mud, 

“Boys are not naturally vicious and 
savage, and my experience with Tony 
induced me to set up an inquiry why 
viciousness is brought out in boys so 
young. The fact that a lad has a home 
is 50 per cent. in his favor. Don’t let 
the tenement house get a grip in your 
city for the tenement house gives no 
opportunity for privacy, and character 
depends on privacy. More than 200,- 
000 people in New York live in tene- 
ment houses and the morals of the 
young are ruined. 

“I think that when you kill the home 
you kil] family, manhood and patriot- 
ism. Children are spoiled in the mis- 
erable tenement house districts, 

“The school is one’ of the biggest 
props in building up the character of 
the boy. But you must keep your 
school free from political entangle-" 
ments. It is a good idea to have cook- 
ing schools because half the drunken- 
ness is caused by poor cooking. That 
is, when a poor, hard-working man 
comes home and finds a poor meal 
awaiting him he will go to a saloon 
for what he considers relief.” 

Mr. “Riis related a number of inel- 
dents tending to show the ignorance 
which is caused by the interference 
of politics in the school system. 

“A school ‘census showed that over 
50.000 children were running the streets 
of New York because there. was no 
recom for*them ,in the schools. Then 
manygof these 
because they did not g6 to school when 
there wag no school for them to at- 
terd. This is bad policy because. the 
boys graduate full-fledged criminals 
The we n joined hands and brought 
about &/reform in the school. system. 

“You ought. to: provide playgrbunds 
for the - children. Policemen drive 
many boys into toughdom by not al- 
lowing. them to play. The playgrounds 
are the starting places of civilizdtion. 
Give the boy a place that belongs to 
him. 

“Respect for the law is another im- 
portant prop, in building up the boy’s 
character. If adults are permitted ty 
openly break the law boys will grow 
up with the idea that they can do the 
same thing with impunity. The mar- 
vel is net that the boy is a little sav- 
age, but that he is not more of a sav- 
age. Nine per cent of the boys have 
bad homes, or no homes at all. There 
is only one heredity and that is that 
we are all children of God. It is not 
wickedness, but weakness that ails the 
boys. What right have we to despair 
of the poorest. of Cur brothers when 
they are’all made in the image of God? 
You~can make a thief or a governor 
cut of a boy. The jails are more cost- 
ly than the schools. When the boys 
hear the quotation: “I am my broth- 
er’s keeper’ they think of no one but 
a jail keeper. 

“There is nothing better to build up 
a boy’s character than a boy’s club. 
The ‘gang’ is nothing but a street club 
and it is better to have the boys join 
a good club-than to become a member 
of the ‘gang.’ Sense and sympathy are 
needed in ruling boys. We must save 
the homes to get good citizens. The 
proper place for boys is in school, For 
the purpose of fighting the influences 
of the slums one boy's club is worth 
more than 1000 policemen’s clubs. The 
right of a boy to play ball is as im- 
portant as the habeas corpus and it 
should be preserved and held sacred.”

FRYE VILLAGE WINS 


Mercury Drops ‘‘Out of Sight”’ at J. H. 
Piaydon’s During Cold Snap. 
Many Freéeze-ups. 


‘*Has it been cold enough for you” 
has been the remark that has lost its 
reputation as an up-to-date greeting and 
is now growing to be quite a “chestnut.” 
Nevertheless it has been a phrase which 
has had a good deal of meaning in it as 
it has been the main point of conversa- 
tion for the past week. It has also been 
the means of creating new acquaintances. 
Said one man: “I have met more stran- 
gers during the past. week than I have 
for a month previous. - Knowing that I 
come from the district men will ask me 
how cold ‘it is at my home and of course 
the opinion-of the weather will be given 
and then the conversation will drift to 
something else.”’ 

Andover has seemed to hold its own 
for cold weather. ‘The thermometers 
here have registered more degrees of 
frost than in many other neighboring 
towns and reports from more distant 
communities show that Andover was 
among the coldest towns in the state. 

‘Fhe cold wave appeared last Saturday 
with a heavy snow storm and since that 
time the mercury has been hovering 
around the zero mark, seldom rising 
above 10. 

On Monday coats were buttoned tight, 
thick gloves were put on and the ears 
were well covered up, for “Jack Frost” 
was here sure enough. In Frye Village, 
which is said to be the coldest spot in 
Essex county, the thermometer is re- 
ported to have been 18 degrees below 
zero. 

Tuesday morning “ Jack ”’ again tried 
his luck, this time placing the mercury 
at 35 ‘degrees below zero in Frye Village 
while at Abbott’s bridge the glass 
showed 32 degrees below. All day the 
temperature, remained below zero and 
toward night the mercury sents took a 
drop. 

On Wednesday although the ther- 
mometer was not as low as on-the pre- 
vious morning it felt colder, being mtich 
damper and the sun not as strong. 

On Thursday it was much warmer, 
the thermometer rising to about 20 de- 
grees above zero.

The auditors’ account shows the bank

When the horses 
fall down, which they do at periodic in- 
tervals and in regular succession, his 
voice lifts them, and he departs into the 
neighborhood to borrow a piece of rope 
to mend the harness. Then you goon 
again. This ascent of a mighty peak by 
landau lacks some of the hardships of 
Alpine mountaineering, but has others 
of its own. About half of the drive to 
the observatory is over streets paved 
with large lava blocks, which theoret- 
ically constitute a plane surface, but do 
not get beyond the stage of theory. 
Each separate pair causes a bump to 
which the carriage springs have long 
since yielded, and which is received and 
recorded in your bony framework. The 
last five miles of the drive are along a 
winding road, past vineyards and lava 
huts, incipient villages here and there. 
These villages are entirely populated by 


-vocal and instrumental musicians. These, 


of all ages from the cradle to the grave. 
line the road and sing: “ Funiculi-funi- 
cula ’—‘* Sweet Marie’’—which has been 
imported. .Your driver receives a secret 
percentage on every psnny you spend on 
lava, wine, milk, or music, and so stops 
constantly and long, in spite of your ob- 
jection. He says his horses are tired, 
and this is undeniable ; from appearances 
they were never otherwise in their lives. 
Reaching the foot of the mountain the 
road winds upward, cut through num- 
berless overlying lava flows, which vary 
in color from dull. black to soft brown 
as they vary in age from a few years to 
many centuries. 

You finally, after three and one half 
hours’ ride, reach the observatory, 4 
solid, handsome structure of 
stories, standing sharply out against the 
sky on a spur of the mountain, 2,200 feet 
above the sea. Its various marble-floored

er twenty-four hours, however, all was 


quiet again, except the slow advance of 
the cooling lava. ‘lhe mountain was 
then ascended from the other side, and 
two large new craters were found in 
place of the four which had existed pre- 
viously. It was calculated that over 
20,000,000 cubic yards of lava had been 
ejected in 24 hours. 

There was formerly a carriage road 
from the observatory to the railway 
station at the foot of the cone, whence a 
wire rope railway leads to the summit. 
This road was destroyed by the eruption 
of 1895, and tourists have since covered 
the two miles by pony over a bridle path 
across the lava. This bridle pass was 
practicable on February 5, 1898, but was 
crossed by the lava flow on the day 
following. The small ponies used by the 
tourist are shaggy and docile, and move 
much Jike rocking horses. ‘They easily 
carry travellers of all weights, however, 
and also drag the donkey boys by their 
tails.
